Senator garners 
60 percent of vote 
to beat Macmanus

"Tell Mom we won!" 

Carrie Potter, GW's first female 
Student Association president, could 
not hold back tears as she spoke to 
her sister in Nebraska, minutes after 
hearing the runoff election results in 
J Street Wednesday night. 

"I'm just so happy with every- 
thing that has happened," Potter 
said. "We did it our way and we did 
it right." 

A huddle of supporters sur- 
rounded the president-elect and 
chanted "Potter" as she took turns 
hugging and posing for pictures 
after the announcement. 

Potter garnered 1,662 votes in the 
runoff election, 570 more than she 
received in last week's general elec- 
tion. 

Patrick Macmanus, who received 
40 percent of the vote, acknowl- 
edged Potter's work for the 
University. 

"Carrie inspires people," 
Macmanus said. "People have to 
find in an individual what their hope 
for the future is." 

Potter said her focus on acade- 
mics and campus diversity helped 
propel her to the SA presidency. She 
also said her victory showed women 
are capable of handling leadership 
positions. 

"When it came down to it, it was 
who would be the best for the job,"

Mount Vernon students look for key to dorm security

Students have criticized security at Mount 
Vernon College after administrators waited 
more than a month to address a missing set of 
master dormitory keys. 

MVC students said they felt endangered 
at the college, which will become a campus of 
GW in 19^, because the administration did 
not respond promptly after a resident assis- 
tant lost keys to all dormitory rooms in 
January. Students said the administration did 
not inform them of the missing keys and did 
not take quick action to ensure their security. 

"It says a lot about how much they care 
for us," said freshman Mahwish Bajwa, editor

of The Voice, MVC's student newspaper. 

Students said they are outraged the 
administration did not expedite the process 
to correct the situation, which MVC Interim 
President Grae Baxter called "the mystery of 
the missing keys." 

Under the door 

Students learned of the missing keys 
when they received photocopies of an admin- 
istrator's memo under their doors one night. 

In the memo, MVC residential life office 
staff recommended the administration 
resolve the situation as soon as possible, and 
it asked for an explanation of the delays.

Written on the memo, presumably from 
the person who intercepted and distributed 
it, were vulgar comments expressing outrage 
that MVC had endangered her safety while 
denying her knowledge of the incident, stu- 
dents said. 

The memo was slid under doors of res- 
idence hall rooms in the middle of the 
night. Those awake when the memo was 
distributed panicked after reading it. 
Many from Somers Hall, the freshman res- 
idence hall, feared for their safety and 
spent the night grouped together in rooms, 
students said.

Students at the meeting demanded Baxter 
and the administration change keys and locks 
immediately to ensure campus safety was not 
jeopardized any further.

The Student Association Student 
Court dismissed a suit Tuesday that 
charged SA Executive Vice President 
Tony Sayegh with allowing "fraudu- 
lent voting" at a recent Senate meet- 
ing. 

The charge, made by graduate 
Sen. Emily Cummins (CSAS), 
stemmed from the Feb. 24 meeting, 
during which Cummins said Sayegh 
willfully violated SA bylaws by 
allowing two senators to verbally 
change proxies from her to Sen. Bob 
Nelson (SMHS). Proxies vote on 
behalf of senators who cannot attend 
a meeting. 

Sayegh motioned for dismissal 
before the court heard the case on 
Monday, on the grounds that 
Cummins did not exercise alternative 
solutior\s before filing the suit. 


After hearing both sides' argu- 
ments, the court rejected Sayegh's 
motion, but dismissed the case of its 
own volition. 

Chief Justice Tom Boer would not 
give the reason for the dismissal, but 
said it would be inade public in a 
written decision within 30 days. 

Sayegh said even though his 
motion for dismissal was rejected, he 
felt vindicated by the court's dis- 
missal. 

"The bottom line is the court was 
better equipped to find the legal loop- 
holes in Emily's case than we were 
because they know the Constitution 
better ... but I anticipate that our 
motion (to dismiss) helped them," 
Sayegh said. "Justice was served." 

At issue in the case was whether 
proxies must be written, or whether 
the EVP has the authority to accept 
oral proxies before a meeting. The SA 
bylaws state a proxy must be submit- 
ted in writing and given to the EVP. 

Cummins contended since the 
written proxies of Sens. Andrew 
Pecunia and Anne Parrish were orig- 
inally given to her, they were invalid 
when they were verbally transferred 
to Nelson. 

But Sayegh contended the bylaw 
does not specify the proxies could not 
be changed, and therefore he allowed 
Pecunia and Parrish to change their 
proxies. 

By permitting the proxies to be 
transferred verbally, Sayegh was 
interpreting what he believed to be 
an xmclear bylaw, said SA Vice 
President for Judicial and Legislative 
Affairs Brian Schoeneman, who rep- 
resented Sayegh in the case. 

"The word 'written' is not 
ambiguous," Cummins said. 

Sayegh argued since the bylaw 
was unclear, he interpreted it using 


the SA charter as a guide. And since 
"representation is paramount" in the 
charter, he said he allowed the sena- 
tors to change their proxies to a sena- 
tor who they felt would vote in a sim- 
ilar fashion as them. 

Sayegh also said the changes were 
verbal amendments to the written 
proxies the two senators already had 
submitted. Therefore, they did not 
conflict with the bylaw regarding 
proxies under his interpretation. 

"The bylaw was not broken by the 
procedure taken," Schoeneman said. 
"The oral amendment (to the proxies) 
was an unofficial procedure that was 
in the spirit of the charter to allow 
representation that these senators 
wished." 

Cummins said Nelson "controlled 
all significant votes" at the meeting 
with the two transferred proxies, as 
well as his own vote and two written 
proxies. 

Cummins said she stands by her 
decision to bring the case to court, but 
feels the incident has made her lose 
trust in the EVP. 

"I always followed the minimum 
level of trust rule, but now when 
someone says someone has proxied. 
I'll raise my hand and ask to see the 
proxy," Cummins said. 

Cummins said she thinks the way 
senators view the EVP will change as 
a result of this case. 

"I think it's going to make the 
EVP more political than it already is 
... this gives the EVP more power 
and makes senators less trustful," 
Cummins said. "Now we know the 
EVP has more power than we 
thought. 

"I'm proud of my accomplish- 
ments as EVP," Sayegh said. He 
noted other senators supported his 
actions. 
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Potter wins 60 percent of vote in SA runoff 


Macmanus said he errjoyed the 
experience of campaigning and 
echoed sentiments of his mother that 
he would learn from his mistakes. 
"I've taken this as the single greatest 
life lesson," he said. 

"I ain eminently proud of him," 
Sandra Macmanus said of her son. "Pat 
and I talked last night at length and I 
told him, 'Real stupid is someone who 
makes the same mistakes consistently 
and expects different outcomes.' " 

Macmanus said he will stay active 
in the Senate for the rest of his tenure, 
and that he would be happy to assist 
Potter. 

"No one's seen the last of Patrick 
Macmanus," he said. He said he 
would continue to work to increase 
school spirit on campus. 

"1 want to make sure my final 
goal, instilling a sense of hope on 
campus, gets done," Macmanus said. 

Macmanus had kind words for the 
president-elect. 

"She's a student leader - people 
recognize that," he said. 

Kuyomars "Q" Golparvar, current 
SA president, said he expects a smooth 
transition between him and Potter. 

"This was an amazing election," 
Golparvar said. "It was extremely

But SA rules 
require a candidate win 40 percent to 
claim victory in the general election. 

"We kept doing the same thing 
we've been doing all along," she said. 
"Win or lose this race, we knew we'd 
win overall." 

Macmanus hugged a large group 
of supporters after die announcement 
was made and stood on a table to 
blow kisses to his family. 

"I'm disappointed, obviously, that I 
lost," Macmanus said. "I thought I was 
going to be a lot more upset, honestly."

Between 10,000 to 12,000 students 
applied for 150 spots in the 
University's School of Medicine and 
Health Sciences this year, leaving pre- 
med students at GW concerned about 
the severe competition they face. 

The GW medical school is main- 
taining the number of spaces at 150 as 
in years past, said Dee Hughes, assis- 
tant director of medical school admis- 
sions. The quota has been kept static 
for the past few years because the pro- 
gram "can only accommodate that 
many students." 

Occasionally the school accepts up 
to 152 students, Hughes said. 

"Training a doctor is a serious 
endeavor and it takes a lot of people, 
and time to do it," said freshman Neil 
Badlani, a pre-med student. "So any 
school that intends to increase med- 
ical school admissions has to make

Snowed-in senator 
misses CD meeting

Taking the place of snowed-in 
Sen. Dick Durbin (D-111.), a GW law 
professor spoke Monday of the con- 
sequences of tobacco settlements. 

John Banzhaf, who teaches pub- 
lic interest law, spoke in the Marvin 
Center Ballroom at an event spon- 
sored by the College Democrats 
and the Coalition for a Smoke-Free 
Youth after Durbin's last-minute 
cancellation from Chicago. 

Banzhaf is the founder, execu- 
tive director and chief counsel of 
Action on Smoking and Health 
I (ASH), an anti-smoking legal action 
organization that has been success- 
1 ful in forcing policy changes 
against smoking through litigation. 

"We're like the American Lung 
Association, except we sue people 
instead of doing research and edu- 
cation," he said. 

Banzhaf said he once called the 
fire marshal to an event in the 
Marvin Center in order to stop peo- 
ple from smoking. 

In the speech, Banzhaf outlined 
the history of tobacco regulation 
and assessed where the settlement 
stands. 

He said public opinion has 
turned against tobacco, so compa- 
nies have introduced the idea of a 
"damages cap," which would limit 
the total amount the companies 


would have to pay in any year. 
After the amount is paid, compa- 
nies would be safe until the next 
year and could make up the losses - 
a position equal to immunity and 
one tobacco companies do not 
deserve, Banzaff said. 

Banzhaf said a ban on tobacco 
advertising is not very important 
because it is easy for companies to 
find alternatives. The best way to 
curb smoking is by raising the price 
of cigarettes, he said. 

Some students said they had 
mixed feelings about the event. 
Others said they were impressed by 
Banzhaf's speech, but disappointed 
Durbin did not make it. 

"It's always cool to see a sena- 
tor, but he can't control the weath- 
er," David Bein said. 

Others said their disappoint- 
ment stemmed from the fact that 
they attended the speech for classes 
and expected to use the senator's 
speech in assignments. 

Saurab Malhotra and Nitin 
Chawla, both pursuing graduate 
degrees in business administration, 
said they were very disappointed 
the senator did not speak because 
they needed the information for a 
public policy class paper. 

"(Banzhaf) really taught College 
Democrats about the issues 
involved in big tobacco," said 
Adam Green, events director for 
CDs. 
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Pamela Eclar 

GW’s Outstanding Woman of the Year defines her passion for change

E xactly what makes an individ- 
ual outstanding? Pamela 
Montana Eclar embodies the 
term in a way difficult for others to 
match. 

Named GW's Outstanding 
Woman of the Year at Program 
Board's Feb, 28 charity auction, Eclar 
was honored for her work breaking 
gender and racial barriers. 

"1 was extremely flattered 
because so many qualified female 
leaders were there, and I didn't feel 
like I belonged," Eclar recalls. 

Though modest, Eclar earned the 
recognition for "dedication and ser- 
vice to the GW community." For the 
past four years, Eclar has worked 
through the Filipino society to edu- 
cate others and promote racial 
equality and unity. She serves as the 
historian of the Philippine Cultural 
Society and is a member of the 
National Society of Black Engineers. 

I n a way, Eclar 's success has 
evened a family score. 

"My father's experiences in the 
Navy sparked my passion for civil 
rights and equality," Eclar explains. 
"Even though he had entered the 
Nav.y with a college degree, he 
served as a messman for three years. 
When I asked him why (he had not 
been promoted), he told me that it 
was because minorities couldn't do 
anything else when he enlisted in 
1968." 


Not until 1971 did affirmative 
action regulations extend to cover 
the Navy. When the rules finally 
changed, Eclar's father served 20 
years in the Navy supply corps. 

Her family, Eclar says, has been a 
solid base, supporting and inspiring 
her. 

"My parents sacrificed so much 
to help me growing up, leaving the 
Philippines to find a better life for 
me," Eclar says. "My parents, like 
other Filipino parents, have given up 
much of their dignity, pride and self- 
worth so that my generation would 
not have to suffer as they did." 

E clar was the first recipient of 
GW's Outstanding Woman 
Award - an honor that fits 
with all the other firsts on her tran- 
script. She was born in Albuquerque, 
New Mexico, but Eclar's family 
eventually followed her father's 
Navy assignments to Florida. Eclar 
was the"first student in the history of 
her Jacksonville high school to grad- 


uate as both valedictorian and presi- 
dent of her senior class. The year- 
book voted her Most Likely to 
Succeed and Most Academically 
Talented. 

Two summers ago, Eclar chalked 
up another first. On an ROTC cruise 
assignment, she was one of the first 
four women assigned to the USS 
John Hancock. 

E clar currently co-chairs the 
Filipino Intercollegiate 

Networking Dialogue (FIND), 
an East Coast conference designed to 
open discussion and networking 
among Filipino undergraduates. 
More than 1,000 students are expect- 
ed to attend FIND March 19-22 at 
GW. 

The conference will boast more 
than 30 workshops and 40 promi- 
nent speakers from the Filipino com- 
munity, including entertainer Joclyn 
Enriquez. Topics will range from 
concern over anti- Asian sentiment to 
spirituality.

The Sunday of the conference. 
World War II veterans will rally in 
front of the White House. After the 
war, Eclar explains, Filipino veterans 
were the only minorities who did not 
receive generally guaranteed veteran 
benefits. Decades later, rally organiz- 
ers hope to correct the inequity by 
aiding Filipino veterans, Eclar says. 

When not wrapped up in the 
requirements for her civil /environ- 
mental engineering major, Eclar is 
busy as the public affairs officer of 
Navy ROTC. 

"ROTC has helped me develop 
leadership ability and skills imique to 
people in the military and (has helped 
me to) become more independent and 
vocal," Eclar says. "The experience is 
humbling as well because you know 
how to take orders and work with 
diverse groups of people." 

Eclar says her gender has not 
caused trouble in the military. 

"The Navy is ahead of society as 
far as sexism because charges are 
taken seriously and cared for immedi- 


ately," Eclar says. 

Subtle differences exist in the 
treatment of men and women, she 
acknowledges, but she says these are 
understandable. According to Eclar, 
as long as "you're good at your job, 
then respect comes with that. 

"Competence overcomes every- 
thing," she says. 

E clar will serve in the Navy for 
four years after graduation as a 
surface warfare officer, but says 
she is imcertain whether she will stay 
in the Navy afterward. She always 
has been interested in community 
work and civil rights, and is consider- 
ing pursuing an environmental law 
degree. Entering law school, Eclar 
says, will be the climax of her career. 

She does, however, consider her 
enlistment as a commissioned officer 
in the U.S. Navy important. Less than 
30 years ago, the same Navy discrim- 
inated against her father, she says. 
Eclar's officer enlistment is a past-due 
vindication. 

"Everything I've done and I do is 
dedicated to (my parents)," she says. 
"It has fallen on me to carry on their 
legacy, to not allow their sacrifices to 
die in vain."

T wilight (Paramount Pictures) is more than just a 
movie. It is a celebration of an older generation of 
Hollywood. Paul Newman couldn’t make another 
Cool Hand Luke or The Hustler, but he fits well in 
Twilight 

Twilight is a mystery in which Harry Ross (Newman) 
finds himself investigating his friends, a married couple,

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GW expedites lock change at MVC

"We are the ones living on campus, 
(the administration members) are not," 
MVC Student Government President 
Bethany Miller said. "The students 
should have been informed." 

The administration is sympa- 
thetic to student concerns, and MVC 
was not lax in its actions, Baxter said. 
But security was not imperiled since 
MVC has a safe community with 
round-the-clock security, she said. 

"My only regret is that I was not 
aware of the intensity of feeling and 
concern (prior to the meeting)," 
Baxter said. 

Clark Hall residence assistant 
Dearma Hackworth said, however, 
safety of the student body is an espe- 
cially significant concern at an all- 
women's school. 

Campus security was informed 
immediately after officials realized 
the keys were missing, said Dean of 
Students Nina Mikhalevsky. 

If administrators had perceived 
the situation to pose a direct threat to 
the student body, then actions 
appropriate to the risks would have 
been taken, Baxter said. 

Students at the meeting said the 
administration behaved as though 
MVC students were overreacting to 
the handling of the dormitory locks sit- 
uation, and laughed at students who 
said they might seek legal recourse 
and sue the college for negligence. 

Retaliation 

The doors of the Webb Building, 
an administrative office building, 
were glued shut on the night of the 
town hall meeting, in what some stu- 
dents believe was a response to the 
dormitory situation. 

Sparking additional student ire, 
Webb Building's locks were changed 


within hours, while the residence 
hall locks took more than a month. 

Baxter said she believes the glu- 
ing was a test to see how fast the 
locks would be replaced. But she 
said the two situations were differ- 
ent because security systems for 
office buildings are less sophisticat- 
ed than those ,for residential build- 
ings. No suspects have been foimd 
for the gluing, Baxter said. 

Changing of the guard 

The MVC administration 
changed residence hall locks last 
week - more than a month after the 
keys were misplaced. 

Baxter maintained that contract- 
ing for the work was done before the 
March 2 town hall meeting. 

Hopes that the keys would be 
found kept officials from disclosing the 
scenario to students, Baxter said. 
Several administrators were not even 
informed of the situation, she added. 

The decision to keep the informa- 
tion undisclosed, however, was not 
taken by the administration, but by 
staff members of the residence life 
office, Baxter said. 

Hackworth said she and other 
resistant assistants had mixed opin- 
ions when they found out about the 
missing keys and were told not to 
release the information to students. 

She said she knew pandemoni- 
um would break put on campus if 
•students found out. But she said she 
also felt an obligation to her resi- 
dents and endured backlash from 
students for remaining silent. 

"A lot of trust was lost," 
Hackworth said. 

Hackworth said students and 
faculty believed that if any break-ins 
had occurred, they would have been 
during the winter break since the

keys clearly had been missing dur- 
ing that period. 

In response to student concerns, 
extra security precautions will be 
taken during MVC's spring break 
this week, Mikhalevsky said. 

A March 4 memo to resident stu- 
dents said security patrols would be 
doubled, especially to check cars 
entering campus and keep track of 
residence life office staff on duty 
throughout the week. 

In addition, the memo advised 
students to perform an inventory of 
their rooms and give the inventories 
to the residential life office. Students 
were told to make sure their parents' 
insurance covered all items left in 
dorm rooms. 

Internal problem 

According to Mike Freedman, 
GW director of public affairs, the 
University was riot made aware of 
the situation until recently. 

"It was handled as an internal 
matter of Mount Vernon College," 
Freedman said. "Nobody at GW was 
made aware of it." 

Freedman said after the University 
was informed, it helped expedite the 
installation of a new security system 
on the MVC campus. 

Additionally, University Police 
Department Director Dolores Stafford 
has helped MVC with deciding how to 
handle security at MVC. 

Freedman pointed out that the 
relationship between GW and MVC 
is in flux. The University will take a 
stronger involvement next year 
when GW freshmen live on Mount 
Vernon's campus, he added. 

"Anytime something happens 
that concerns a student, it is a con- 
cern to everybody," Freedman said.

GW basketb all teams pre pare for NCAAs 

GW men to face shorter v\^omen to play 

OSU team in Lexington Georgia in Connecticut

The GW men's basketball team will make its first 
NCAA Tournament appearance in two years Friday at 
HBppHMi||i||anH|IH 7:40 p.m. in Lexington, Ky. 

against Oklahoma State 

University. 

GW was seeded ninth in the South Region by the 
NCAA Tournament Selection Comiruttee Sunday. Ninth 
is the highest GW ever has been seeded in the NCAA 
Tournament. However, the Colonials received the lowest 
seed of the five Atlantic 10 teams in the NCAA 
Tournament, despite finishing second in last weekend's 
A-10 Tournament. 

"I did not question the selection committee when 
they put us in (the NCAA Tournament) when a lot of 
people didn't think we deserved to get in, and I'm not 
going to quesHon them now," GW Coach Mike Jarvis 
said. "The committee obviously thinks GW-Oklahoma 
State is a good game and I think the committee will be 
proven right." 

GW (24-8) last played in the NCAA Tournament in 
1996 as an 11th seed and lost to the University of Iowa in 
the first round 81-79. It was a heart-breaking loss for the 
Colonials, who held a 17-point lead with eight nunutes 
left before a 25-6 run won the game for the Hawkeyes. 

GW has made the NCAA Tournament in four of the 
last six years and this is the sixth consecutive year the 
Colonials have been in a postseason tournament. 

In Oklahoma State, GW will face a much shorter 
team. The Cowboys' regularly play eight players, only 
two of whom are taller than 6-9. Starting center Brett 
Robisch (6-11, 255 lbs.) averages 15.4 points per game 
and 8.2 rebounds per game and should provide a good 
match-up for GW center Alexander Koul. 

The Cowboys finished 21-6 this season under Coach 
Eddie Sutton, but lost to the University of Texas in the 
quarterfinals of the Big 12 Conference Tournament. They 
are led by a talented trio of guards. 

Junior Adrian Peterson leads Oklahoma State ifi scor- 
ing, averaging 17.6 ppg and grabs 6.8 rpg. In addition, 
sophomore guard Joe Adkins scores 12.2 ppg. 
Sophomore point guard Doug Gottlieb runs the offense. 
Gottlieb, a transfer from Notre Dame University, aver- 
ages nearly seven assists per game. 

Reserve guard Chad Alexander is Oklahoma State's 
best three-point shooter, making 39 percent of his three- 
point shots. 

"It's going to be a tough basketball game," Jarvis 
said. "They have a great coach and I know they're going 
to play tough man-to-man defense." 

If GW wins in the first round, it would almost cer- 
tainly face Duke University in the second round, but 
Jarvis said he has not considered a possible match-up 
with one of the nation's top teams. 

"Nobody thinks about the second round without get- 
ting through the first round. I'm not even thinking about 
Duke," he said. 

Jarvis said freshman forward Antxon Iturbe, who has 
missed the last six games with a stress fracture in his left 
ankle, may be available to play Friday. 


Georgia, which played in the NCAA 
Tournament's final game in 1996 and has appeared in 
four Final Fours in the program's history, is in the 
midst of a below-average season as well. The Lady 
Bulldogs (17-10), an at-large selection out of the 
Southeastern Conference, lost five seniors from last 
season's squad, which made it to the Elite Eight. 

"Sure, they might have lost five seniors, but we 
lost three very good players of our own (Tajama 
Abraham, Lisa Cermignano and Colleen McCrea)," 
GW head coaqh Joe McKeown said. "But they've 
been able to put the pieces back together, and so have 
we." 

Georgia's success this year can be attributed in 
large part to the performance of Kelly and Coco 
Miller, twin freshmen who are the team's leading 
scorers at 17.5 points per game and 16.4 points per 
game, respectively. 

"They're phenomenal," McKeown said. "For 
freshmen to play at such a high level is just amazing." 
Kelly, in addition to leading the team in scoring, also 
averages about six rebounds and six assists per game. 
The twins also both shoot better than 35 percent from 
beyond the three-point arc. 

While the match-up of the Miller twins against 
GW's backcourt of Elisa Aguilar, Mario Egleston and 
Chasity Myers should prove interesting, McKeown 
said for GW to win, it must play well inside. 

"We've got to get some production out of our post 
players, like Khadija Deas and Mandisa Turner," 
McKeown said. "And Noelia (Gomez) has to play the 
way she normally does. We need her scoring and her 
court sense on the floor, so she has to stay out of foul 
trouble." Gomez, at 17.6 ppg, averages more points 
than both members of Georgia's starting frontcourt 
combined. 

The coaching match-up in the game is one of the 
best women's basketball has to offer. Andy Landers, 
the head coach of the Lady Bulldogs, is 459-139 in his 
19th season at Georgia. McKeown, with a win against 
Georgia, will have recorded his eighth straight 20- 
win season.
